Federal Official Coming in 
February to Assist in 
Filing Reports 








With more than 300 Uplanders 
making out income tax reports 
last year, Clifford J. Hogan, aud- 
itor for the bureau of internal 
revenue, will be in the Upland 
chamber of commerce office Feb. 
14, 15 and 16. He will come to 
assist local people in the prepar- 
ation of their financial reports 
and to file income tax returns, 

March 15 is the deadline for fil- 
ing income tax returns. Mr. 
Hogan is one of 100 collectors 
who will be at various points in 
the southland assisting in the 
collections, 

More than 2,000,000 tax re-

Federal income tax returns 
must be filed by all single per- 
sons whose net income was $1,000 
or more in 1937, and by married 
couples wwhose income is $2,500 
or more.

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J.J. Atwood Was Outstanding Citizen 


Seldom is there a death which causes such shock and sorrow 
as did the passing of J. J. Atwood, pioneer resident of this 
city and district for many years. Coming to the district in 
1898, Mr. Atwood has been a citrus grower, a lumber merchant 
—and in 1913 he purchased the E. A. Bowen dry goods store 
and the firm has since been known as the J. J. Atwood Co. 
For some years his sons have been associated with him in the 
business, but he remained as the company’s president until 
death called him suddenly last Thursday morning at Newport 
Beach, where he and his good wife have been living a some- 
what retired life for seven or eight years. They left Upland 
because the climate near the ocean is beneficial to Mrs. At- 
wood's health. 

The faet that Mr. Atwood was Upland’s first chamber of 
commerce president is evidence of his standing in the ecom- 
munity. During all the years of his residence here he was a 
civic leader, a conscientious church member and worker and 
held the highest esteem of all who knew him. He was a mem- 
ber of the Upland Methodist church and served on the official 
board and in other capacities. 

Mr. Atwood for many years was secretary of the Ontario 
Cemetery association, which position he held at the time of 
his death. These duties and others brought him back to Up- 
land nearly every week after he and Mrs. Atwood moved to 
Newport. While he gave strict and capable attention to his 
business affairs, he was also one of the kindliest and friend- 
liest of men. His cordial greeting and his good nature made 
it a pleasure to meet him on the street or in his place of busi- 
ness. Neither was he lacking in good, clean wit and all his 
fine qualities endeared him to many and caused him to be high- 
ly respected. 

With the passing of this good man another ‘‘landmark’’ is 
removed from the community. He performed his full share in| 
the development of Upland and vicinity, in the upbuilding of| 
a business that has stood the test of time and during all those 
years alsc found time to be pleasant and friendly with his fel- 
lowmen. J. J. Atwood was the kind of a man there should 
be many more of. He was honored and respected during his| 
exemplary life—and he will be missed and mourned by the en-| 
tire community.

The Price of Speed 


As everyone knows, speed is the great highway killer. The} 
motorist who drives at an excessive rate endangers not only 
his own life, but those of everyone else on the public streets 
and roads. He can offer but one ‘‘exeuse’’ for his eonduct— 
that super-fast driving gets him to his destination sooner. 

The truth is, the minutes we save by excessive speed are| 
pitifully few in the light of the risk involved. A short time 
ago a test was made in Chieago. <A radio announcer was told 
to drive his car on an eight-mile trip through heavy traffic, 
observing not only every traffic regulation, but every rule of 
eourtesy. At the same time, a police officer followed the same} 
route under instructions to take every risk and reach the des- 
timation in the shortest possible time. Twenty-three minutes}! 
later the reckless driver pulled in at the stopping point. The} 
safe, supposedly slow driver, who had taken no risks at all, got! 
there exactly two minutes later. 

We have all met the motorist who makes a trip in a length 
of time that required him to risk a hundred lives—and then 
spends twice the amount he saved over a normal, safe passage, 
boasting about it. None of us are so busy, none of us have so 
great a need for saving a few minutes or a few hours, that we 
ean afford the ‘‘price of speed.”’ 

“*Save ten minutes—take a life."’ That should be the motto 
of the driver who ‘‘opens her up”’ on every possible oceasion. 
Speed and speed alone is the dominating factor in the great 
bulk of the nation’s serious traffic accidents. Look at it from 
your own point of view and from a purely selfish standpoint— 
is it worth it?

The great California citrus industry, with annual crops| 
reaching 100,000 carloads, uses twelve thousand tons of wrap- 
ping paper. Six paper mills—two of which are in California 
—manufacture this paper. After many experiments the tissue 
wrap used today, which is highly treated with oil to provide 
softness and wrapping qualities as well as moisture protection, 
is regarded as the best. Just when paper wraps began to be 
used to protect citrus fruit is not known, but in Southern Cali- 
fornia its use was not material until the 1870’s, when the grow- 
ing and marketing of such fruit on a commercial scale began. 
And we are sure citrus growers and those who do not own 
citrus ranches much prefer the use of oiled paper for wrapping 
purposes to that of the necessity for using oil for erop saving 
purposes.

Social wcuaaree Funds Will Go! 
To 400 In County Dur- 
ing 1938 





Benefits of the old age social se- 
curity in this county are expected 
to be given to approximately 400 
persons during 1938. During 1937 
200 persons reached the retirement 
age of 65 and qualified to get 
money under the act. 

The 1937 payments, according to 
John J. Cassidy, San Bernardino 
manager of the federal social se- 
curity board, totaled $6,000, an 
average of $.0 to each recipient. 

The payments are made to per- 
sons who have attained the age 


of 65 since Jan. 1, 1937, and to 


the estates of workers who died 
after the old age insurance pro- 
gram became effective. 

Under the social security act, 
workers pay into the fund 1 per 
cent of their salaries, which is 
matched with an equal amount by 
employers, 

When the worker reaches 65 
years of age, a monthly income 
will be paid to him, the amount 
depending upon the wages earned. | 

However, if a worker dies, the, 
family will receive a renee 
amounting to three and one-half 
cents cn every dollar of wages 
earned after 1936. 

If employes are not entitled to 
receive a monthly payment, a lump 
sum will be paid. 

The payments are now being | 
made in lump sums as the plan 
has not been in effect long enough 
for monthly checks to be issued. 

In the nation, more than 53,000 
received payments in 1937 amount- 
ing to $1,277,516. In California, 
2,427 received $63,719. The aver- 
age payment in California was 
$26.25 as compared with the na- 
tional average of $24. 

A sharp upturn in the amount 
of claims and also in average pay- 
|ments in recent months has oc- 
/ curred, said Mr. Cassidy. 

“Claims are becoming larger as 
the amount of wages upon which 
we make these settlements increas- 
“We give 











as we do to a large one and no one 
who is eligible for a lump-sum pay- 
ment should hesitate to file his 
claim because the amount is 
small.”
